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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967. 

The  births  totalled  6l,  a decrease  of  8,  and  the  birth  rate  was 
below  the  national  rate.  There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one 
year  old  and  2 still  births.  The  total  deaths  numbered  56  compared  with 
56  in  1966.  39  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  were  8 deaths  in  persons  under  45  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level, 
there  having  been  6 notifications  during  the  year.  There  were  no  cases 
of  Diphtheria  nor  of  Food  Poisoning.  There  were  4 cases  of  measles, 
one  of  whooping  cough  and  one  of  meningitis.  There  were  no  new  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  matters  receiving  most  attention  during  the  year  were  again 
Housing  and  Food  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  encouraging. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  maintained  and 
the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support,  and  the  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical  Practitioners  for 
the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at 
Penley.  Standard  practice  is  early  protection  beginning  at  three  months 
with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic,  in  addition  many  school  children 
are  given  booster  inoculations  in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Steady  progress  h,as  been  maintained  over  the  year  with  the  repair 
and  reconditioning  of  houses,  and  although  the  number  of  improvement 
grants  approved  durihgothe  year  shows  a large  decrease  on  the  previous 
year,  the  situation  can  still  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  However,  the 
biggest  problem  facing  Local  Authorities  at  the  present  is  ensuring  the 
repairs  to  older  properties.  There  are  many  of  these  which  although 
requiring  extensive  repairs,  cannot  be  classed  as  unfit  and  therefore 
no  action  can  be  taken  under  the  Housing  Act.  It  does  seem  rather 
absurd  that  we  have  to  wait  for  a house  to  become  unfit  before  any 
major  repairs  can  be  enforoed.  This  surely  is  a field  where  amending 
legislation  is  required  so  that  public  health  inspectors  can  do  muGh  more 
to  salvage  old  houses  and  to  prevent  more  falling  into  disrepair. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  help  extended  to  me  by  the  officers 
and  staff  of  the  Council.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Overton  scheme  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  when 
completed,  it  is  anticipated  that  local  property  owners  will 
take  the  opportunity  to  modernise  their  properties,  in  fact 
preliminary  discussions  have  already  been  held  with  one  of  the 
largest  landlords  with  a view  to  formulating  a phased  programme  of 
improvements. 

Preliminary  investigations  are  being  carried  out  for  main  drainage 
schemes  for  the  villages  of  Hanmer,  Worthenbury  and  Horsemans  Green, 
these  being  probably  the  villages  in  most  urgent  need  of  main  drainage. 

HOUSING 


A new  estate  comprising  8 flats  and  10  bungalows  for  old  persons 
has  been  completed  during  the  year  at  Hanmer.  This  is  a full  welfare 
scheme  where  the  services  of  a warden  are  provided  and  also  a common 
room  and  laundry  are  available  for  the  residents. 

Work  also  commenced  during  the  year  on  2 6 dwellings  at  Bangor 
including  6 bungalows  and  6 flats  for  old  persons.  Again  a common  room 
and  laundry  and  the  services  of  a warden  will  be  provided.  A small 
scheme  of  4 houses  and  5 bungalows  was  also  commenced  at  Worthenbury. 

The  completion  of  these  two  schemes  will  considerably  reduce  the 
number  of  unfit  houses  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  district,  and 
in  fact  action  under  section  16  of  the  Housing  Act  was  taken  on  11 
of  these  properties  during  the  year. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grant  applications 
during  the  year.  There  was  one  more  application  for  Discretionary  Grants 
than  last  year,  but  13  fewer  applications  for  Standard  Grants.  The  total 
number  of  applications  approved  to  date  is  153  Standard  and  93  Discretionary 
Grants.  This  is  16$  of  the  private  houses  in  the  district.

In  my  report  for  last  year  I gave  details  of  an  outbreak  of 
Brucellosis  at  one  of  the  largest  producer/retailers  in  the  district. 

The  infected  animals  were  removed  from  the  herd  and  after  check  samples 
had  been  taken  the  herd  was  declared  to  be  clear.  However  early  in  1967 
I again  received  a report  from  Cheshire  County  Council  that  a sample 
they  had  taken  had  shown  that  Brucellosis  was  again  present.  The  farm 
was  immediately  visited  and  sampling  carried  out.  The  farmer  informed  me 
that  after  the  previous  outbreak  he  had  removed  the  infected  animals 
and  had  purchased  further  animals.  It  seemed  that  these  replacement  animals 
were  the  source  of  the  trouble  but  as  a precautionary  measure  full  scale 
sampling  involving  68  samples  was  carried  out.  This  proved  that  the 
replacement  animals  were  those  infected,  but  after  several  interviews 
with  the  farmer,  he  eventually  decided  to  abandon  the  sale  of  raw  milk 
and  since  then  all  milk  from  this  farm  has  gone  for  heat  treatment. 

This  is  a typical  instance  of  injudicious  buying  nullifying  many 
hours  of  work  by  public  health  staff  and  who  can  blame  them  when  they 
sometimes  feel  they  are  banging  their  heads  against  a brick  wall.
